BISHOP IRELAND'S OPINION. . 


He Scores Powers and Sheridan for Their 
Action—Catholic Voters. 

The Rt.-Rev. John Ireland of St. Paul, 

while passing through Chicago on his way to 

Washington, where he will de present at the 


laying of the corrier-stone of the Catholic 


University next Thursday, was met by a re- 
porter of Taz Trisung, who requested him 
to state his views as to the recent vote of the 
Catholic Aldermen of Chicago on the Ham- 
line ordinance. The Bishop replied that he 
felt personally grateful to chose Aldermen, 
especially to Ald. Powers and Sheridan, who 
in justification of their action had as- 
serted that they had voted in accord- 
ance with the wishes of their constitu- 
ents. He would like to shake hands 
with those two Aldermen in token of his 
gratitude. He will ring the changes on 
their names from ocean to ocean, and do 
what in him lies toimmortalize tem. They 
are benefactors to temperance and to the 
church,“ said he, because they will bring 
the Catholic voters in all cities of America to 
a sense of their duty. Catholics, as a body, 
are ail right in their convictions in regard to 
the liquor traffic. But for one reason or an- 
other they have not always used their polit- 
ical power to put in force those convictions. 
They bave in many instances separated, 
where no separation was aliowed,religion and 
morals from politics. They have been praying 
well and voting badly. They should have in 
their voting more independence than they 
have been accustomed to assume. Given the 
name on a party ticket they have been voting 
for him because he was on that ticket, with- 
out due attention being paid to his merits. 
All this is changing and will be changed 
soon in markea manner. No longer will 
whisky and beer men misrepresent them in 
municipal halis or State Legislatures, Many 


causes are leading to this much desifed re- 


sult. The so-called Catholic Aldermen of Chi- 
cago have done a vast amount of good in this 
direction. Their action is svoken of through- 
out the country and awakening everywhere 
@ most healthy indignation. As to what 
Catholics think on the matter, the Sunday 
night meeting m the Jesuit parish on the 
West Side is sufficient and unmistakable evi- 
dence. Fathers Higgins and Hayes and their 
parishioners have vindicated the honor of 
the Catholic Church in Chicago. All that 
now remains to be done is that 
Catholic voters treasure up the words 
spoken at this meeting, and at the 
next municipal election bury deep in 
the grave of political oblivion Powers, 
Sheridan, and other so-called Catholics now

Other Crops in Indiana Looking Well—Ne- 
braska’s Prospects. 

IyDIANAPOLIs, Ind., May 20.—Reports from 
nearly all the interior counties regarding the 
present condition and future prospects of 
the wheat, corn, and fruit crops of Indiana 
say the wheat except in a few counties does 
not promise much over one-half an average 
crop, while several correspondents place it 
as low as one-fourth in their localities. Much 
of it has been plowed over and corn planted 
instead. 

Recent copious rains, which seem to have 
been general throughout the State, have en- 
couraged the outlook materially. The acre- 
age of corn is unusually large in almost 
every county reported, and the planting gen- 
erally conciuded, except in northern coun- 
ties. The condition of corn that has suc- 
ceeded in getting through the ground is 
fair, although reports of serious cut-worm 
devastation comes from several southern 
counties. 

Contrary to general expectation the recent 
cold snap did no material damage to the 
fruit except to grapes, which are reported 
outright in numerous localities. The 
extensive melon-growing section of Jackson 
and neighboring counties was damaged by 
the frost of Monday night of last week, but 
plauters promptly replaced new seed. 

Oats, grass, clover, peaches, and apples are 
reported in good condition and fair pros- 


pects for large crops of all.

The deed was committed 
with a revolver at the home of Mrs. Wellman's 
parents. The couple had been married fifteen 
years, and the trouble between them arose from 
differences in religious belief. 


Wheat Backward in Ontario. 
ToRONTO, Ont., May 21.—The Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture issued a crop report under 


Ante of May 15 which shows fall wheat rather 


unpromising, though much depends upon the 
character of tlie weather up to the middle of 
June. The season has been backward, 


There was a full attendance at the Turn- 
ers’ convention yesterday, the galleries 
being crowded with Germans drawn thither 
by the expectation that an exciting debate 
would occur on the Green Bay matter as well 
as the Anarchist question, but the conven- 
tion did not get to those things. There also 
remains fer discussion the policy pursued by 
the Turn- Zeitung, and on this question also 
an exciting discussion is anticipated. There 
was, however, a little fray—something of a 
preliminary skirmish. An amendment to 
the constitution fixing expulsion as the 
penalty for the publication of any charges 
made or suspicions aroused in a society 
ageinst any member was the cause. This of 
course had direct reference to the rows 
which occurred last winter over the Anarcb- 
ist matter. It was voted down. Any such 
action, it was held, would be undignified, ana 
altogether unturnerlike.“ With special 
reference to the Green Bay circular, also on 
the Anarchist question, an amendment was 
adopted providing that a society can be im- 
peached before the Executive Board of its 
district on complaint of another society or 
the Executive Board of another district for 
any violation or contempt of the principles 
of the bund. Of course this was even asharp- 
er rebuke to the Turners than Speaker 
Starkoff’s direct criticism, but no debate was 
possible, as no society was i That 
the Green Bay boys will reguiate matters 
when their turn comes there is little doubt. 

The proceedings during the afternoon were 
uninteresting, and, save for the discussion 
following the proposition of the bund to alter 
its platform by amendments affecting the 
plain democratic utterances which ruled two 
years ago, little of importance was 
done. The bund still insist on refer- 
ring all legislative questions to the people. 
They also demand the eight-hour law and 
are opposed to children under 14 years of age 
working in factories. When the convention 
reconvened Speaker Lieber announced that 
Adelbert Kriega, a delegate from Indian- 
apolis, had died suddenly of apoplexy that 
morning. Appropriate resolutions, express- 
ing the sentiments of the convention, were 
adopted. 

The anti-Anarchist immigration question 
was brought up again, but in a new form. 
It arose from the reception of a communica- 
tion from the League for the Preservation of 
Freedom and Right of Cincinnati. It re- 
quested the bund to pass on a set of resolu- 
tions adopted at Cincinnati Feb. 19, and 
which have already been submitted to a num- 
ber of Turners’ districts. The resolution 
read as follows: “That we see in the an- 
tagonisms which crop out here and there 
over the Union on the emigration and immi- 
gration questuons a violation of one of the 
honest rights of mankind—the right of al- 
lowing the wholesome process of equaliza- 
tion in population to proceed, and one by 
which countries having a surplus population 
can letit emigrate freely to countries that 
need more.“ 

Commenting on the restriction attempted 
the resolutions read: “Such steps are the 
outcome of the old hatred of immigration to 
America that was not specially English. We 
hold this to be unworthy of a people that 


was liberal enough to emancipate itself from 


the imputation that the United States must 
have but one mother country. The hostil- 
ties we have already pointed out, if they po 
ceed upon the pretense that danger threa eus 
America through free immigration, indieute 
grave self-deception a- to prevailing evils. 
These evils originate ud exist by abuses in 
which every part of ie population, and not 
merely those who immigrate participate, 
but with reference o which no one wants to 
hear the whole trut because, unfortunately, 
the political iews@! most people are blinded 
by self-flattery. To clear up these illusions 
is now more nes@ssary than ever.“ 

Some applause greeted the reading, show- 
ing unmistexably the inclinations of the 
bund, and tie resolutions were referred to a 
committee, The question of the amendment 
of the bahd platform, particulariy of that 
clause proposing to reinsert the two para- 
graphs which were stricken out in Boston 
two years ago demanding the abolition of 
the United States Senate and the Presiden- 
cy, was brought up again, but the commit- 
tee’s report rejected it. Also the proposition 
démanding the President’s election by popu- 
lar vote instead of by Electoral vote. The dec 
laration of principles was substantially left 
unchanged. 

Quite a lively discussion followed a propo- 
sition of Adolph Stern of this city to have all 
the societies required to investigate at least 
once a year as to whether or not any of their 
numbers who had declared their intentions 
of becoming United States citizens had taken 
out their papers, and if not to expel them. 
Turner Huhn of St. Louis said that the prin- 
ciples of the bund were based on the ideas of 
the American Republic and that the first de 
mand on all would-be Turners was that they 
should declare their belief in American 
institutions. The proposition was adopted. 
The Committee on the Revision of the Books 
reported favorabiy, but objected to the ex- 
penditure of $782 incurred by sending dele- 
gates to the Society for Physical Culture. 
Dispatches were received from a number of 
turnvereins. One from Louisville read: 
„Room for Progress! Down with Reaction! 
F. A. Stevens, Secretary of the American 
Secular Union, also sent a strong telegram, 
saying: May you be successful in elevat- 
ing the standara of free thought so that it 
shall be recognized as the synonym for 
moral heroism, inteliectual grandeur, and 
freedom universal.“ 

The clash in the question of retaining the 
Turn Zeitung as the official organ of the 
bund came last evening. The Turn Zeitung 
had proclaimed the trial of the Anarchists a 
farce, and their execution judicial murder. 
Two reports were brought up by the commit- 
tee—the majority upholding the course of 
the editor, the minority censuring it, 
but in moderate terms. The reai excite- 
ment began when Carl Haerting of Chicago 
began to sharply criticise the editor’s course, 
calling him a narrow-minded tocking. 
„Had you so-called radicals been here at the 
time of the execution, when the fight on this 
Anarchist question was at its hight, you, too, 
would have been called reactionaries for 
wanting to see the law upheid. But what do 
you know aboutit? What did the editor of 
the Turn: Zeitung know about it? he who at- 
tacked anarchism but defended the Anarch- 
ists; who condemned the crime and upheld 
the criminals!’’ Confusionensued. Cries of 


“Shame!” “Shame!” arose, but Mr. 
Haerting had had his say, and when 
he sat down his faction applaud- 


ed him loudly. Then Louis Netteinorst, 
another conservative of Chicago, arose. 
„ Will the paper run the Turnerbund or will 
it reflect the opinions of the bund? This pa- 
per has fallen toa low level, and because 
some of us have the courage to disagree with 
its policy we are vilified and abused. The 
affairs of the bund have been doctored to 
suit the editor, our communications sup- 


pressed, while matter from the radical fac- 
tion has found at all times a prominent 


place. It is high time a change 
wrought, and I shall vote for 
The speech was wildly applauded. “Why 
should the principles of our bund be thus 
misrepresented?’ asked Hoechster.

Then the editor arose to defend his course. 
One could not, ne said, represent every tem- 
porary current of opinion in the organization 
of the Turnerbund. This reactionary move- 
ment, in his opinion, was More dangerous than 
anarchism.

She placed the lamp on the little table and 
stole out, that his slumber might not be dis- 
turbed. And she was frightened, too, be- 
cause the room seemed ghastly. Impenetra- 
ble gloom challenged the pale and ghostly 
flicker of the lamp. Dark shadows rose be- 
hind the piles of rubbish, and darker ones 
showed over the chiliy brow of the dying 
man. The grimy walls absorbed the ugut.

Unhesitatingly I answer: The over- 
throw of the monopoly trusts. A monopoly 
trust is a combination to restrict production, 
to prevent competition, to increase prices on 
the cost of production. Whenever combina- 
tions or associations are formed for any of 
the foregoing or similar purposes they are 
monopoly trusts. However, not all combina- 
tions are monopoly trusts; in fact, under ex- 
isting conditions of society many associa- 
tions are necessary, and some, at least, high- 
ly beneficent in their character and operation.

whetner or notany given combination was 
formed or used to the public detriment. 
Monopoly trusts are condemned by the law;

A PAPER OF PRACTICAL PLUMBING. 


Some Suggetions by Martin Moylan—Glass 
Pipes Favored—Comments. 

The Architectural Sketch Club met last 
evening ix its rooms in the old Art Institute 
Building and listened toa paper on Prac- 
tical Plumbing’ by Martin Moylan. Prac- 
tical plambing, ne said, was a subject urgent- 
ly demanding the dest thought and most 
careful consideration of the public. It was 
of especial importance tothe architects and 
plumbers. The architect would be forgiven 
for mistakes and lack of harmony in the exte- 
rior finish and for inconveniences and discom- 
forts in the interior, but he had grave doubts 
of his forgiveness here or . here- 
after for the misery and discomfort of 
an unhealthy home. The piumber, while 
often responsible for bad plumbing, was 
usually auxious to do right, but was ham- 
pered by circumstances. Therefore it was 
the most serious and important subject that 
architects could consider. The causes of im- 
perfect plumbing were too many to be con- 
sidered. He would therefore speak of sewer, 
waste, soil, and ventilation pipes. Cost, he 
thought, should not be considered in such an 
important matter. If the plumbing were not 
right in a house, certainly nothing else was. 
If the houses were unh the doctors’ and 
undertakers’ bills would soon reach what the 
perfect job would have cost. 

A good portion of the lecture, while it met 
with the — —— of his hearers, was too 
technical to interest the average reader. He 
was, however, much to the use of 
iron-piping, and did not consider a man safe 
in a house where it was used. Neither did 
he approve of asbestos, cement, or elastic 
joints. The practice of reverting he consid- 
ered dangerous. Catch-basins were also 
harmful rather than beneficial, and one 
catch-basin would generate more gas than 
twenty miles of main sewer. He wanted to 
be able in any house he lived into run his 
hand over every inch of waste-pipe. 

He was in favor of the National Associa- 
tion of Architects submitting to the National 
Association of Master Plumbers a proposi- 
tion to the effect that hereafter all plnmbing 
should be guaranteed for a period of ten 
a, annual tests to be made and any de- 

ects to be remedied free of expense to the 
owner. He believed that the plumbers would 
cheerfully agree, upon the condition that the 
architects specity lead instead of iron pipe 
for sewer, waste, ventilation, and reventing 
pipes, and that they require a bond with every 
guarantee. He would therefore submit such 
a proposition to the National Association, be- 
liev that each had the same object in view 
—healthy homes for their clients—and that 
such a measure would be the shortest road to 
honest, cal plumbing.

Brigade of the Twenty-second Army Corps 
and wason dutyin April, 1865. That it ap- 
pears that Dana and those serving under 
and with him rendered faithful and efficient 
services; that without reward or hope of

An order received at the War Department 


today from headquarters Department of Ari- 
zona, at Los Angeles, Cal., promulgates the 


proceedings of a court of inquiry in a some- 
what unusual and extraordinary army case. 
The officer concerned is Capt. Robert W. 
Shufeidt, Post Surgeon at Fort Wingate, N. 


M. He is a naturalist, and so much had he 


become engrossed in his studies of animals, 
birds, etc., that he neglected the duties of 
his office as surgeon, thereby bringing about 
a court of inquiry. The court found that he 
was so interested in his scientific pursuits 
that the routine duties of his army position 
had become wholly distasteful to him, and 
that his distaste for the practice of medicine 
had created a feeling of distrust and want of 
confidence which have been detrimental to his 
efficiency. In answer to further instructions 
as to what further proceedings, if any, would 
be necessary in Dr. Shufeldt’s case the report 
states as follows: The court is of the 
opinion that Capt. Shufeldt has become so 
much engaged in occupation not connected 
with bis professional duties that his mind 
has become affected thereby, and that he is 
wholiy unfitted for and incapable to take 
charge of the medical department of the 
post. The further proceedings will be in 
progress tomorrow, as higher authority has 
ordered a court-martial to convene for his 
trial on charges of neglect of * The 
curious part of this case is that Dr. Shufeldt 
frankly acknowleages his distaste for any 
duties, but declines to resign his position. 
He also acknowledges in an official communi- 
cation to the Secretary of War that his mind 
has become affected through his devoted at- 
tention to the natural sciences. 


Although both the Military and Naval 
Academies turn out an unusually smal! num- 
ber of graduates this year, there does not 
begin to be a sufficient number of vacancies 
in the two services to provide them all with 
commissions. At least haif the members of 
the Annapolis class will have to be discharged 
for lack of vacancies. Fortunately for the 
West Point class, there is a law of recent 
date which authorizes the assignment of all 
surplus graduates as additional Second-Lieu- 
tenants until vacancies occur for them. The 
West Point class comprises forty-four mem- 
bers; the Naval Academy twenty-five. In 
the army there exist twenty-three vacancies 
in the grade of Second-Lieutenant, with pros- 

ts for six or eight more between now and 
une 11, when the class graduates. In the 
navy there are but seven vacancies and only 
two prospective. At least half of the class 
will be compelled to accept a year’s pay 
and an honorabie discharge and seek a fleid 
of duty outside of the naval service. As 
those to be retained inthe naval service are 
selected according to nerit there is naturally 
a strong rivalry among the candidates, par- 
ticularly among those standing near the 
middie of the Cadet Jervey of South 
Carolina stands at tae head of the West 
Point class, and Cade@ Kress of New York 
No. 1 in the Annapolis class.

Tus Trisvuxs camot fini space in its col- 
umns for a tenth part of these letters and 
articles from first proposers. But it may say 
that most of them are entitely and wholly 
mistaken as to the merits ol their claims. 
Judge Gresham was mentiorted as a candi- 
date for the Presidency befor the meeting 
of the National Convention i, Chicago in 
1884. Some of the Arthur men @scussed the 
wisdom of transferring their support to him. 

But apart altogether from this te honor of 
first proposing Judge Gresham as a Presi- 
dential candidate which attract’ publio 
attention belengs to a well-knovn New 
York gentleman who has nodestly 
refrained from urging his claims as a 
discoverer since the Davis interview. That 
retiring and bashful person is one on 
Gould, better known as Jay Gould, who vas 
interested in the Wabash system of rows 
along towards the close of 1886. The 7th if 
December of that year Judge Greaham ren 
dered a decision removing one Solon Hum 


phreys, a friend of the aforesaid guileiess

This remark is equaily true of trading in 
produce as in stocks. The trading in wheat 
on Change in this city last weex was at least 
five times as large as for the corresponding 
time a month previous, yet the grain handled 
Was actually less. No one supposes that any 
but an insignificantly small percentage of the 
untold millions of bushels ‘‘ bought and sold“ 
on the excitement was either owned by the 
party selling or wanted by the buyer. It is 
true that the ruies of the board require the 
due performance of a contract, and are 
worded as if intended to compel the delivery 
of every parcel of produce that is traded in 
on the floor. But it is admitted that the 
board maintains at no small expense a de- 
partment known as its Clearing-House, 
the chief function of which is the collection 
and payment of the differences that are due 
from some members to others on mere trans- 
fers of “trades’’ between them. It 16 also 

vell known that the board as a whole recog- 


ano that our position as a source of supplies 
to Western Europe is not less important now 
than it was a few years ago. In any event 
the public ought to be permitted to know the 
whole truth if it be worth while to furnish a 
part of it. To compare a portion of the ex- 
port movement of this year with the entire 
business of former periods is worse than use- 
less.

tries does not represent all that goes to labor, 
for the reason that “the three thousand 
millions of raw materials represent just about 
that amount of labor—minus a fair deduc- 
tion for interest on capital employed.” A 
Chicago vulture organ of bounty monopoly 
and public robbery takes the same asinine 
view and avers that “raw materiais are 
nearly all labor.“ But both papers curiously 
fail to claim anything in this connection for 
protected labor, while it is protected labor 
alone that the war tariff 1s supposed to 
benefit and enrich. 

A large portion of the value of material in 
the first stage. of its manufacture is un- 
doubtedly represented by labor, but little 
of this labor belongs to the protected class, 
and its protection is quite insignificant. 
Wheat 18 a great raw material—one of the 
most valuable produced in this country. The 
average annual yield is wortn 400 to 500 
millions of dollars. Nearly all this value 
represents labor, but is the labor protected? 
Not in the slightest degree. Beef and pork, 
worth hundreds of millions, are the raw ma- 
terials of great American industries. These 
products have no protection—no rational 
person can claim that a duty levied on arti- 
cles produced far in excess of home demands 
and whose price is fixed by the foreign mar- 
ket tor the exported surplus can be actually 
protective. Cotton is another great raw ma- 
terial that has n> protection. Lumber, 
iron ore, and coal have a protection which 
makes them dearer to the manufacturer. 
But it cannot be shown that even 1 per cent 
of the value of these materials is owime to 
tariff-enhanced wages paid in the mines or 
the lumbering camps. Labor receives pre- 
cious little benefit from the tariff duties 
thereon, There remain three prime mate- 
rials of manufacture—hides, unmanu factured 
silk, and raw wool. There is no tariff tax on 
the first and none on the second, ana if ex- 
perience can prove anything it has shown 
that the duty on wool has failed to secure 
wool-growers as good prices as they obtained 
when manufacturers could import mixing 
fleeces free, and there was in consequence 
a better demand for home-grown wools to 
mix with the foreign product in the manu- 
facture of fine woolen goods. Home-grown 
wool has never been so high in price as when 
foreign wool was imported without duty. 

The labor in raw materials actually pro- 
tected is not increased 1 per cent in conse- 
quence of the tariff. 

The great raw materials are either wholly 
free of tariff tax or bear mere nominal duties, 
which, as any one can see, are wholly inop- 
erative in raising or maintaining wages. 

Hundreds of millions of the value of raw 
materials represent the cost of transporting 
by rail, water, and wagon crude substances 
to mills and factories and taking away the 
finished products to warehouses and sale- 
shops, and it will hardiy be pretended that 
labor engaged in such work is or can be in 
any manner “protected” by a tariff—that is, 
increased in wages. Plainly the labor cost 
of raw materials consequent on the tariff 
must be almost inappreciable. It remains 
true, therefore, that while protected labor 
receives as its total wages only 18 per 
cent of the product it cannot be necessary 
to uphold à tariff of 47 per cent in order 
to maintain wages. At most the differ. 
ence between American and English wages 
will not exceed 6 per cent of the value 
of the product, and yet the American 
manufacturer is allowed over and above this 
& bounty of more than 40 percent. This 
enormous, disproportionate excess cannot be 
explained away by referring to the cost of 
raw material produced by unprotected labor.

FAULTY EXPORT STATISTICS. 

A great deal has beea said and written re- 
cently about the falling off in our exports as 
an indication of too much stiffness on the 
part of holders or tod little enterprise, or 
both. But it now appears that the officiai and 


the amateur statisticians alike have worked 


in ignorance, failing to take into considera- 
tion the whole business and that the differ. 
ence between the truth and the assumption 
is not only a wide one tut rapidly on the in- 
crease. The collection sf export statistics is 
virtually carried on under the provisions of 
a law passed in 1821, before a single mile of 
railroad track had bein laid on this con- 
tinent. Hence it take accurate account 
only of the outward movement by water. The 
now large movement across the Canadian 
border to the north, and the Mexican border 
on the south, is in part ignored. The chief 
of the bureau concedes the truth of the com- 
plaint that our large expirts by way of Cana- 
da are often wholly unaccounted for, and 
that the statistics are alvays partial and un- 
satisfactory. Of course the omissions are 
much greater in volume Bince the opening of 
the Canadian Pacific Ralroad than previous- 
ly, and it is stated thit Mexican financial 
writers have frequenti} called attention to 
the fact that. the official satement of our trade 
with their country is millions of dollars out 
of the way each year. 

The fault of this does not lie with the 
bureau. The New York Bulletin states the 
matter fairly in saying that Congress is to 
blame for the omission, ihe bureau having 
several times called atteation to the neces- 
sity for Prope, legal autiority to act. The 
railroads that’carry our goods across the 
borders have been appealed to time and 
again, with only partial uecess, to furnish 
statistics. Some of then have declined

Marriages and Funerals in Guatemala. 

Even among the Indians the Government has 
made a civil marriage necessary, and by law this 
must be performed before the priest can per- 
form the religious ceremony. After both forms 
have been complied with, the guests repair to 
the bride’s home, each bringing a basket to carry 
home a share of the wedding supper. The 
bridegroom supplies the whisky, and a villan- 
ous compound itis. Connoisseurs say it con- 
tains more head“ than any alcoholic drink 
in existence. The bride is dressed in 
bright colors, the finery of her entire family be- 
ing loaned to her for the day for her adornment. 
Over her head, as a marriage veil, she wears a 
white, coarse muslin poncho. A large table is 
set, and the plates are filled with sweet things 
and other eatables considered appropriate for a 
wedding feast; this expense is borne by the 
bride’s family. After congratulating the happy 
pair the guests assemble around the table and 
drink whisky “straight,” but dy custom 
they are not permitted to eat a mouth- 
ful, though toothpicks are supplied, 
and they content themselves by picking 
their teeth between drinks. The debauch con- 
tinues until there is no more whisky, when each 
family empties its plates of food into its own 
basket to be eaten on arriving at home, but the 
plates are replaced on the table, and the bride’s 
mother carefully counts them before she allows 
any guests to depart. Funeral processions are 
preceded by the marimba, a native musical in- 
strument which mu resembles a xylophone. 
The | coffin is pl on a litter garried on 
men’s shoulders, followed by the immediate 
family of the deceased and the general 
mourners. Sometimes, as in the case of a child, 
the corpse is dressed in white, propped up to 
make it appear to be standing, and surrounded 
with flowers. Ifthe mother’s grief for the loss 
of her little one is too great to permit her to 
follow in the funeral cortége she hires a chief 
mourner who follows in rear of all, beating her 
breast, making every outward sign of grief. and 
uttering most beartrending cries. I have seen 
many funerals accompanied by these hired chief 
mourners, and if piercing shrieks and mournful 
moans are what they are paid for in every case 
they well earned cheir hire.

SEVENTY HORSES BURNED TO DEATH. 


A Fire in A. M. Forbes’ Livery Stable Be- 


lieved to Have Been of Incendiary Origin. 

A. M. Forbes has a large livery and board- 
ing stable at Nos. 100 and 102 West Monroe 
street. In the. basement were seventy 
horses. The ground floor was filled witn 
carriages, and on the Boor above lived the 
foreman, John ferrin, 
child; William Sampson, a colored hostler, 
and his wife; Robert Stalford, his wife, and 
a 3year-old child, and Wiiliam Mitchell. 
Shortly before 2 o’clock Mrs. Sampson heard 
some one running down the alley and awoke 
ber husband. They noticed smoke, and 
Sampson awakened Ferrin, who ran out and 
turned in an alarm. Then he tried to get 
into the stable below, where the smoke came 
from, but the horses were so wild he couid 
not. Then he tried to run up-stairs and save 
his family, but could not find his way through 
‘the smoke. They all got out on a ladder ex- 
cept little Frankie. The firemen searched 
for him and found him in the way 
with his head under the ice chest 
trying to get a breath of air. 
The doctor thinks it doubttul if the boy re- 
covers. Robert Stalford, in trying to get nis 
wife and child out the front way. Was over- 
come bythe smoke. Mrs. Stalford, clad in 
her night-dress, tottered into the street and 
told the firemen where her husband was, 
and they rescued him. William Mitchell 
swallowed so much smoke that when he 
reached the air he fainted. Marshal 
Murphy, Lieut. Cook, and Capt. Humphrey 
of the Fire Department were first in the 
building and ‘braved great danger in rescu- 
ing the women and children. The fire broke 
out at the south end of the basement stable 
and spread so quickly that it was impossivie 
to save the horses. Only three were taken 
out alive, and they were so scorched that 
they will die. Yesterday a large force of 
men was getting out the ies. A horrible 
stench the neighborhood, and the 
bloated and singed bodies of the animals 
were a most repulsive sight, yet a large 
crowd watched it all day. .

$250 each and insured for 00 each. The 
building was da d to the extent of $1,000 
and tne loss on harness and wagons was 
about $1,500, all of which is covered by in- 
surance.

THE TIOGA AND HUDSON sPEEDING 
ON A THOUSAND-MILE COURSE. 


The Union Line Boat Beats the Record 
from Buffalo to the Lime-Kilns, Gain- 
ing a Handsome Lead Over the Hudson 
—Aiming to Make the Run te Chicago 
in Sixty Hours—The Nichols Ashore at 
the Decatur Entrance of Sault River. 


The Tioga and the Hudson left Buffalo at 5:30 
Sunday afternoon on a race for Chicago. The 
Tioga was about half loaded, as that draft had 
been found the best for her racing qualities, 
while the Hudson was given nearly a full cargo, 


The boats were driven across Leke Erie at a ter- - 


rific pace, the Tioga reaching the Lime Kilns 
first. She had made the run in the remarkable 
time of seventeen hours lacking two minutes, 
beating the record by a good half-hour. The 
Hudson at this point was one hour and twenty- 
two minutes behind, Without slacking her 


speed the Tioga started up Detroit River running 


like a race-horse, but the Hudson stopped for a 
short time, her new machinery having been 
heated, and virtually gave up the race. 


The Tioga’s aim is to reach Chicago in sixty 


hours from Buffalo, beating the best time ever 
made over the course by three hours. Her own- 
ers—the Union Steamboat Company—are deter- 
mined that the pet boat of the line shall carry 
the broom, and Capt. Byrne was given orders to 
make the run in as short time as the boat could 
make it. To cover the course in sixty hours re- 
quired an hourly speed of over sixteen miles, but 
the Captain seems capable of the task. The 
Hudson is the latest addition to the fleet of the 
Western Transit Company, and this is her first 
run from Buffalo. In going down she developed 
speed of over sixteen miles an hour, and when 
her machinery becomes smoother she may be 
able to give the Tioga a closer race. 

This trial of speed promises to be the begin- 
ning of several similar contests duri the sea-

ACTION AGAINST CHICAGO SEWAGE. 


Joliet Taking Legal Proceedings to Deter- 
mine Her Rights. 

Jour, III., May 21.— Special. I— The Chi- 
cago sewage question again came up in the 
Joliet City Council Saturday evening, when 
a special meeting was heid to consider the 
so-called pollution of the Desplaines Valley. 
Ata meeting held last month the Council 
made an appropriation to be expended in ob- 
taining legal advice to find qut what the 
rights of Joliet were in the matter of Chi- 
cago sewage and to learn if the city could 
make a case out of it strong enough to war- 
rant bringing suit inst the City of Chi- 
cago for damages. The opinions of the two 
different Chicago lawyers were filed with 
the Council last evening. The first was from 
J. L. High, who says: 

“Independent of express legislative au- 
thority, a municipal corporation has no other 
or greater right to maintain a nuisance than 
a private citizen. If, therefore, without leg- 
islative authority the officers of a municipal 
corporation erect and maintain a pubiic 
nuisance, like proceedings may be had 
against them as against private citizens 
under similar circumstances; and if the 
pumping of the sewage from the Chicago 
River into the Illinois & Michigan Canal 
can be demonstrated to be 8 nuisance, I am 
of opinion that, under appropriate procéed- 
ings, a remedy may de had for its suppres- 
sion, unless it shail be found that the act 
complained of has received such legislative 
sangtion that the courts are powerless to 
interfere. It becomes important, therefore, 
toxietermine whether the General Assembly 
have so far authorized the action of the City 
of Chicago, complained of, as to prevent the 
courts from affording relief. The only action 
of the Legislature in the premises of which 
Iam advised is the passage of an act en- 
titled: ‘An act to provide for tne completion 
of the Lilinois & Michigan Canal upon the 
plan adopted by the State in 1836,’ approved 
Feb. 16, 1865, in force April 16, 1 and a 
joint resolution of the two Houses passed at 
the session of 1881. By the actof 1865 the 
Legisiature authorized the City of Chicago 
to enter into an arrangement with the Board 
of Trustees of the canal for the completion 
of the Summit division of the canal upon 
the original deep-cut plan, with such modifi- 
cations and changes of line, if necessary, as 
will most effectually secure the thorough 
cleansing or purification of the Chicago 
River at cost not to exceed $2,500,000. 

„The right of the City of Chicago to main- 
tain the pumping-works rests upon the ac- 
tion of the Legisiature. Whether such legis- 
lative action so justifies the city authorities 
in maintaining a public nuisance as to pre- 
vent the courts from affording relief is the 
turning point of the entire case. Upon this 

uestion the authorities are conflicting. 

pon one hand courts of the highest respect- 
ability have held that there can be no nui- 
sance in acts which have the sanction of 
legislative authority. Upon the other hand, 
courts of equal respectability have enjoined 
the maintenance of public works resulting 
in a nuisance, although sanctioned by the 
Legisiature. It may, however, be fairly con- 
tended that tne joint resolution of 1881 was 
not intended to authorize the City of Chica- 
goto further maintain orto aggravate the 
nuisance which that resolution plainly recog- 
nizes as then existing, but was only intended 
to afford means of relief.“ 

An opinion on the same subject by John N. 
Jewett of John N. Jewett & Jewett Brothers, 
Chicago, says: 

It is my opinion that the city authorities 
of Joliet may authorize the institution of a 
suit in chancery in the name of the city to 
enjoin the continuance of an actual nuisance 
within its corporate limits, and it may insti- 
tute such a proceeding against another mu- 
nicipal corporation whose acts are the cause 
of the nuisance. The person or corporation 

uilty of committing the nuisance would also 

e liable to indictment, under which, if con- 
viction should follow, a part of the judgment 
would be an abatement of the nuisance, 
addition to these remedies the facts assumed 
would undoubtedly support an information in 
the nature of a bill in chancery by the At- 
torney-General for an injunction to restrain 
the City of Chicago from Making use of its 
privilege of pumping water ina filthy and 
unwholesome or offensive condition into 
the canal, to the, annoyance and damage of 
the city of Joliet and its inhabitants.“ 

A committee was appointed to investigate 
the facts in the Chicago sewage matter, to 
report atthe next meeting of the Council, 
with a view to having the Attorney-General 
of the State bring suit against the City of 
Chicago. 


Too Gross for Apology. 

Another scene of violence occurred recently in 
the New South Wales Legislature.

A Successful Petroleum Engine. 

For some time past Messrs. Priestman Bros. 
ot Hull have been endeavoring to overcome the 
difficulties which have hitherto stood in the way 
of using the ordinary petroleum of commerce as a 
motive 
now ful 
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and air is pum into this tank until 
a pressure of about five pounds to the 
square inch is obtained. Theoil is then mixed 
with air until it 1s formed into a vapor, after 
which it passes into a closed iron vessel or va- 
porizer, where itis heated, and from which it is 
admitted into the engine cylinder and ignited by 
means of an electric spark. The spark is ob- 
tained by a small primary battery capable of do- 
ing about thirty hours’ work without attention, 
and which can be renewed at a smail cost. In 

starting the engine the vaporizer is heated for a 

few minutes, after which the necessary heat is 

obtained from the exhaust products of 

combustion while on their way to the 

chimney. The cylinder is water-jacket- 

ed, the water being kept in circulation 

by a small pump. After it has once been started 

the engine works automatically, preparing its 

own source of power, heating its charge, cooling 

its cylinder, and supplying its own spark for 

ignition. The great point here is that only ordi- 

nary petroleum is used, which, moreover, is en- 

tirely consumed, leaving no residue whatever, 

the combustion being complete. The cost of 

working this engine, taking the oil at the pres- 

ent price, is stated to be a little more than a 

halfpenny per horse power per hour. The engine 
is simple in construction and is well adapted for 

use where steam is inadmissible and coal-gus not 
obtainable. It has been baa tried and 

proved in practical work before ing brought 

out.—London Siandard,

Wasnuineton, D. C., May 21.—The appro- 
priation for the Mississippi, between the 
mouth of the Illinois and the mouth of the 
Ohio, is amended by the insertion of a pro- 
vision that the work shall include work on 
the harbor at St. Louis. The provision for the 
Missouri River is struck out and the fol- 
lowing substituted: Improving Missouri 
River from mouth to Fort Benton, 
continuing improvement, $1,050,000, in- 
cluding removal of obstructions, surveys, 
and examinations, together with office ex- 

nses and salaries of the Missouri River 

ommission, to be expended in accordance 
with the plans of the commission. So much 
of the sum as the commission may deem nec- 
essary may be expended at Atchison and 
Fort venworth, Kas., and in preserving 
orimproving the existing work at Kansas 
City and St. Joseph, Mo., and the sum of 
$5,000 may be used between the southern lim- 
it of St. Joseph and the head of Lake Con- 
trary.

AMONG TRE RAELROADS 


THE ADVANCE IN NORTHWESTERN 
THROUGH FREIGHT EATES. 


Western Merchants Aroused Over the Lat- 
est Act of Discrimination—The Rall 
roads Alarmed Over Threatened Legis- 
lati Probable Action at the Meeting 
Today — Dressed-Beef and Live-Stock 
Rates—The Grand Trunk and the Trunk 
Lines. 


The meeting at Chairman Faithorn’s office 
today promises to be of more than ordinary 
interest. The object 18 to consider a new 
agreement by which the maintenance of 
uniform rates can be accomplished. There 
are many obstacles in the way of agree- 
ment. The advance in rates between Chi- 
cago and St. Paul has caused a bitter feeling 
among the merchants of Chicago and other 
Western points. Noone is benefited except 
St. Paul and Minneapolis merchants, who 
can get goods from New York lower than 
from Chicago. Such discrimination in favor 
of St. Paul and New York prevents Chicago 
from competing for Northwestern business, 
and ail Western merchants are compelied to 
pay double the rates St. Paul and 
Minneapolis merchants are required to 
pay. While at present the discriminative 
rates from New York to St. Paul are made 
by the Burlington & Northern alone, it is 
well understood that June 1 all lines will 
adopt correspondingly low through rates. 
The agreement adopted last week provided 
that any road might meet the Burlington & 
Northern’s through rates by giving ten days’ 
notice, and it is understood that most of the 
roads have given the notice. Protests from 
Chicago and other Western points have been 
pouring in on the railroads, and the Rail- 
road Commissioners of Illinois, Iowa, and 
Minnesota will be asked to compel the lines 
to make fair rates. The Minnesota Rail- 
road Commissioners, it is stated, 
have notified the railroads in that 
State that unless the rates to ali points in 
the State are made to correspond with the 
low through rates they will order a general 
reduction in the local distance tariffs. The 
Iowa Commissioners, 1t is understood, 
propose totake action. The managers of 
some of the leading roads have become 
alarmed over this proposed hostile legisla- 
tion, and it is rumo that atthe meeting 
today they will ask fora reconsideration of 
the action taken last week. 


Serious Eastern Complications. 

The troubles between the Eastern roads 
regarding freight rates are multiplying, and 
the prediction is made that in less than a 
week a general war on grain, provisions, live 
stock, and dressed beef will be in progress. 
The discrimination made in favor of the lake 
lines by the trunk lines has caused a bitter 
feeling among their Western rail connec- 
tions, and the latter can no longer be pre- 
vented from cutting rates to secure a fair 
proportion of the traffic. Shipments by rail 
are falling off with such rapidity that uniess 
speedy relief is afforded some of the Western 
roads will be compelled to go entirely out of 
the through c.

This 
cannot be done openly under the law, but the 
railroads manage to find means to get around it. 
In most such instances shippers are permitted to 
bring in claims for damages amounting to the 
sum of the rebate. Still these practices cannot 
continue much longer, and an open reduction in 
rates must be the inevitable result.

Cries Against Free- Traders Likened to 
the Old Denunciation of Abolitionists.’’

American Hardware in Engiand. 
Ironmongery, an English trade journal, says: 
„We should be doing poor justice to English 
practicableness and ingenuity were we to admit 
that our national inventive turn of mind could 
not rise above the foreigner’s goods, and cater 
equally, if not better, for public taste and de- 
mand. Yet, we fear, it 1s not to be denied that 
in certain ironmongery goods eur ‘American 
cousin’ has beaten us by devising articles of 
almost universal utility to ich we never gave 
a thought. As a consequence we are flooded 
with American notions, the value of which 
might just as well have deen  pock- 
eted by our own hardware makers, 
instead of leaving the country. So 
much is certain, there exists in this country a 
large sale of certain cheap notions which might 
be produced here without buying them from 
America, and we therefore put the all-important 
uestion: Whether it would not be well for our 
English manufacturers to turn their minds te 
those utilitarian channels in which Americans 
excel at the present moment? As many 
importers of American specialties possess im- 
sing or well-dressed shop fronts in some of the 
eading thoroughfares of ndon, which prem- 
ses are necessarily heavy rented, and it 
is presumed their tenants also make a 
comfortable living. it follows that a 
large trade is being done. which trade, 
we repeat, should be secured by our English 
hardware furnishers. There is no doubt that 
Americans are hanay in their combination tools, 
producing these cheap. A large market is here 
opened out. Household labor-saving apparatus 
is anotner department largely monopolized by 
American productions. Handy knickknacks, ever 
coming useful to the hand in various ways, are 
also peculiarly American notions that take large- 
ly with the public. All these, and others we 
might name, are trade directions which our man- 
ufacturers have negletted; whereas Americans 
have laid themselves out for this business, reap- 
ing thereby a great advantage. As a consequence 
— bulk of this trade has n lost to English 
ms.

The Vestibule Train Case. 

The vestibule train case occupied the at- 
tention of Judges Gresham and Blodgett in 
the United States Circuit Court yesterday 
ou a motion to modify the injunction re- 
straining tne Wagner Palace-Car Company 
from infringing the Sessions’ pateut sor 
vestibuled trains, owned by the Pullman 
Palace Car Company, by substituting there- 
fyra bond for damages. Among the inter- 
ested spectators — yeste were Mr. 
Puilman, Judge Ennis, Auditor Little, Vice- 
President Webb of the Wagner Com 0 
Mr. Spoon, the local representative of that 
company, and many others. Counsel for the 
Wagner Company argued that when the de- 
cision was rendered, May 15, the case had 
been under advisement for about three 
months. He thought the court had mis- 
conceived some matters and wmiscon- 
»trued otners. Mr. Payson said he had no 
doubt but the court had forgotten one of the 
most important points, which was that the 
chief claim of the Sessions’ patent was to 
prevent oscillation. The English patents of 
Garvey, Dyer, and Chidley ail covered this 
identical point, whereas the court had de- 
clared that none of the r patents had em- 
braced this feature. arvey had had the 
oscillatien feature in his patent of 1852, Chid- 
ley had taken out his patent in 1862, but in- 
corporated the Garvey oscillation feature in 
a new patent in 1865. Sessions had wing 
priated nis device from Garvey and ey. 
Counsel next objected to the ions patent 
as being fatally detective in notshowing how 
powerful the springs should be, and in not 
showing definitly what his patent was for. He 
thought the Sessions patent was the greatest 
fraud upon a patent ever issued from the Pat- 
ent-Office or upheld by a court. The present 
application would, he admitted, constitute a 
rehearing of the case, partly on newly-found 
evidence. This was vontained in the aflida- 
vits of witnesses as to the use of the inven- 
tion then under the name of the Michigan 
Central canopies, with top spiral springs, and 
a pressure of about seventy-five pounds to 
each spring. An affidavit was read from a

used by the Burlington Road from 1568 to 
1877.

CARNEGIE’S PROFITS. 


The Weak Denial Made to Charges by 
Congressman Scott. 

New York Post: Our sympathies have 
been excited by a letter published this morn- 
ing from Mr. Andrew Carnegie to James M. 
Swank, Secretary of the American Iron & 
Steel Association, te repel the idea that he, 
Mr. Carnegie, is an unnaturalized British 
subject who is drawing excessive profits as 
a producer of steel rails in the United States 
under a duty of $17 per ton. The letter 
seems to be based in part upon speeches made 
by the Hon. W. L. Scott “around the coun- 
try,“ and in part upon the speech made by 
Mr. Scott in the House of Representatives 
May 11. In the speeches made around the 
country Mr. Scott made the charge that Mr. 
Carnegie was a foreigner profiting by the 
high tariff.“ This charge, Mr. Carnegie says, 
was made under a misapprehension, as Mr. 
Scott has since acknowl to him after 
reading his (Carnegie’s) book, “Triumphant 
Democracy,” which proves that Mr. Carnegie 
is ‘‘an intensely patriotic American.“ Prob- 
ably Mr. Scott was misled by the report cur- 
rent in the British press a few years ago that 
Mr. Carnegie Was a candidate for a seatin 
Parliament from a Scottish borough, to which 
none but British subjects are eligible. Mr. 
Carnegie does not state when and where he 
was naturalized, or that he has been natural- 
ized at all, but merely that nis book. Tri- 

mphant Democracy,” has convinced Scott 
that his heart is in the right place. 

What Mr. Scott said in his speech in Con- 
gress was in these words: 

One of the members of the Edgar Thomson 
Steel-Works, Limited (Carnegie). admitted to 
me within the last month, within 200 feet of 
where I now stand, that a statement made by 
myselt in the fall of 1886 was correct—namely: 
that he drew out of the company as dividends in 
one year the sum of §1,500,000, the equivalent of 
$5,000 per day for 300 days in the year, and this 
was but one member of the firm, with no state- 
ment of the profits undivided. No intelligent 
business-man will put the profits of this compan 
at less than $5,000,000 in prosperous years, 
we will allow them to employ 7,500 wage-work- 


ers. 
Mr. Scott said that he did not object to the 
profits made by any man or company in fair 
competition, but that he wished to
